THEREFORE,  BE    IT  RESOLVED,  as  follows: 

The  Public  Utilities  Commission  hereby  confers  upon  the 
Park  and  Recreation  Commission,  the  right  to  occupy,  use 
and  Improve,  for  park  and  recreational  purposes,  all  of  the 
area  in  the  Lake  Merced  Tract  as  delineated  and  designated 
upon  said  Map,  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

1*    The  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  agrees  that  the  primary 
purpose  of  the  Lake  Merced  Tract  is  to  supply  potable 
water  to  the  water  consumers  in  San  Francisco  and  that  they 
will  do  nothing  or  suffer  or  permit  anything  to  be  done  t.  . 
that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
is  detrimental  to  the  quality  or  use  of  the  water  in  Lake 
Merced ♦ 

2.  The  water  drawn  from  the  lake  for  all  purposes  shall  be 
not  more  than  the  average  yield  of  the  lake  and  in  no 
instance  shall  the  water  level  be  drawn  down  below  27  feet 
on  the  gauge, 

3.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  lake  may  be  used  as  the 
domestic  water  supply  for  the  City,  no  swimming  shall  be 
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permitted,  no  gasoline  driven  motorboats  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  operate  regularly  on  the  lake,  all  sewage  shall 
be  removed  from  the  lake  area,  and  nothing  shall  be  done 
that  would  tend  to  make  the  waters  of  the  lake  unfit  for 
human  consumption. 

4.  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  shall  have  the  right  to 
construct  or  reconstruct  and  maintain  pumping  stations 
and  keeper's  quarters  and  other  buildings  on  the  Lake 
Merced  Tract  wherever  and  to  such  extent  as  deemed 
necessary  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor, 

5.  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  shall  have  the  right  to 
lay  and  maintain  pipe  lines,  together  with  such  appurtenant 
structures  as  necessary,  across  the  Lake  Merced  Tract, 

and  to  do  such  other  work  as  necessary;  it  being  agreed 
that  any  turf  removed  or  damaged  will  be  replaced  or 
restored  and,  so  far  as  is  possible,  the  grounds  shall 
be  left  in  the  same  condition  as  they  were  before  the 
work  was  started . 

6.  Neither  the  whole  nor  any  part  of  the  Lake  Merced

BUDGET  HEARING  PREPARATORY  TO  ADOPTION 

The  Commission  through  public  notice  had  set  the  hour  of 
4:00  PM-Monday,  January  30,  1950  as  the  time  for  public  hearing 
of  the  1950-1951  budget/ 

In  opening  the  hearing,  President  Philip  F.  Land J s  read  ex- 
cerpts from  a  press  release;  the  Commission  proposed  a  budget 
of  $45,418,901,00  for  the  operation  of  the  five  utilities 
under  its  jurisdiction.    This  amount  is  $713*480*00  less  than 
was  recommended  to  the  Commission  by  the  r^nager  of  Utilities, 
although  it  is  $515»424*00  greater  than  the  current  budget,  due 
entirely  to  optional  inclusion  of  a  substantial  street 
lighting  program.    In  this  latter  matter,  the  Commission  con- 
siders the  street  lighting  program  as  being  practical  and 
worthy  at  this  time.    Inasmuch  as  the  Bureau  is  entirely  tax 
supported,  the  Commission  does  not  presume  to  say  that  these 
new  construction  and  reconstruction  jobs  must  be  done;  final 
determination  of  this  type  of  serv  ice  being  within  the  province 
of  City  officials,  inasmuch  as  other  departments  are  involved, 

It  is  the  considered  opinion  of  the  Commission  that  its 
proposed  budget  is  the  absolute  minimum  amount  which  will  be 
required  if  the  Utilities  are  to  be  operated  efficiently  and 
to  .the  best  interests  of  the  City. 

In  the  proposed  budget,  the  Commission  saw  fit  to  adopt 
a  policy,  long  recommended  by  Mayor  Robinson,  which  calls  for 
Assistant  Onager  positions  in  the  four  utilities  which  do  not 
now  have  such  positions.    This  proposal  is  in  line  with  sound 
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management  control  as  practiced  by  most  large  "business  con- 
cerns, as  well  as  public  operations,  throughout  the  country. 
It  results  in  economic  and  efficient  operation,  as  well  as 
providing  a  logical  training  spot  for  future  managers. 

In  connection  with  the  budget  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  the 
Commission  addressed  a  letter  to  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  bringing 
into  sharp  focus  one  point  of  major  significance — the  require- 
ment of  tax  support  for  the  railway.    The  requirement  for  tax 
support  arises,  not  from  increased  operating  expenses, but  from 
reduced  riding,  which  in  turn  is  reflected  in  reduced  passenger 
revenues.    As  nearly  as  can  be  judged  at  this  time  (anticipating 
revenues  l8  months  in  advance)  tax  support  requirements  are 
limited  to  bond  interest  and  redemption  and  to  old  liability 
claims,  the  latter  an  accumulation  during  war  years.  The 
reduced  riding  habit  is  not  indigenous  to  San  Francisco;  it  is 
a  national  trend  and  makes  itself  felt  finance-wise  in  all 
other  major  transit  properties    in  the  United  States. 

Many  cities  have  a  fare  decide ly  higher  than  the  10-cent 
level  in  San  Francisco;  Detroit,  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  St. 
Louis,  Kansas  City,  Seattle,  Portland,  Chicago,  Washington, 
D.  C.s  to  name  a  few,  are  now  in  the  range  of  between  12  and 
15  cents  per  ride. 

That  this  situation  is  serious  is  noted  from  thereport  of 
the  Missouri  Public  Service  Commission,  in  a  recent  report 
granting  a  fare  increase  to  13  cents  to  the  Kansas  City  Public 
Service  Company: — f?We  grant  this  fare  increase  because  the 
record  shows  that  the  company  must  have  financial  relief  if  it 
is  to  survive.    However,  we  seriously  doubt  that  this  increase 
will  even  approach  a  complete  solution  of  the  company* s 
financial  difficulties;  it  is  becoming  increasingly  apparent 
that  repeated  fare  increases  have  not  solved  the  problem****1'. 

The  Legislative  Counsel  of  the  City  of  Kansas  City,  had  this 
to  say  on  the  same  situation:  -    "There  is  not  a  handful  of 
transit  lines    in  the  Country  that  are  making  money  and  there 
are  darker  days  ahead  for  the  lines***  If  it  were  not  for  the 
morning  and  evening  rush  hours,  the  transit  lines  would 
collapse  from  lack  of  revenue.    Yet  every  large  city  must  keep 
its  transit  operations  because  many  workers,  who  make  up  the 
major  share  of  customers,  have  no  other  way  of  getting  to 
work." 

Reduction  of  operating  costs  is  not  to  be  accomplished  by 
harsh  words  and  strigent  action,  but  rather  by  a  full  under- 
standing of  the  problems  by  the  City?s  legislative  authori- 
ties and  by  public  acceptance  and  press  report  of  the  require- 
ments necessary  to  effect  the  result.    The  Commission  may  in 
many  instances  only  point  the  way. 
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The  problem  has  two  phases:  balanced  economy  on  the  one  hand 
and  proper  (adequate)  service  on  the  other.    To  reconcile 
these  two  phases  it  is  necessary  that:  (1)  adequate  frequency 
of  service  be  provided  on  consolidated  lines;  (2)  a  pattern 
of  realistic  re-scheduling  be  instituted  that  will  adequately 
meet  patronage  demands  without  waste  of  equipment  and  manpower; 

(3)  a  more  effective  transfer  control  be  developed  to  eliminate 
misuse  of  transfers,  excessive  privileges  and  loss  of  revenue; 

(4)  a  complete  job  analysis  be  made  of  the  work  and  functions 
of  each  employee  and  particularly  each  classification  of 
employee;  (5)  stricter  enforcement  of  traffic  regulations  and 
a  designation  of  certain  streets  for  preferential  use  of 
transit  vehicles  which  carry  the  great  majority  of  workers  and 
shoppers;  (6)  that  there  be  instituted  an  extensive  and  inten- 
sive public  information  program  to    inform  patrons  of  the  facts 
concerning  use,  costs  and  possibilities  of  their  railway;  (7) 
greater  implementation  of  expert  survey  data  and  conclusions; 
(8)  results  be  obtained  from  an  intensified  in-service  training 
and  personnel  education  program;  (9)  a  strengthened  management 
control  be  established,  including  revised  forms  of  management 
organization;  (10)  a  more  satisfactory  pattern  of  9!express?? 
service  be  developed  to  deliver  patrons  from  outlying  districts 
to  their  destination  in  shorter  time;  (11)  a  more  realistic 
method  be  found  and  agreed  upon  by  the  various  municipal 
agencies  having  authority  to  finance  the  bond  redemption  re- 
quirements and  the  old  outstanding  claims  liabilities  on  a 
reasonable  annual  basis;  (12)  inducement  of  the  public  to  take 
a  less  restrictive  attitude  toward  the  operation  of  cable 
cars;  (13)  a  clarification  under  the  procedures  of  Section 
II5.3  °f  tlie  Charter  which  will  permit  a  more  accurate  and 
time  equalization  of  wage  scales  with  comparable  industries; 
(14)  that  passenger  comfort,  safety  and  courtesy  become  the 
by-word,  not  only  of  the  Commission  and  Management,  but  of  all 
personnel;  (15)  Municipal  government    demonstrates  that  it  can 
coordinate  and  cooperate  within  itself  so  as  to  accomplish 

the  essentials  of  transit  improvements. 

Despite  public  invitation  to  the  budget  hearing,  but  one 
organization  was  represented;    Mr.  Elmer  Johnson  of  the  Building 
Owners  and  Managers  Association  outlined  his  position;  that  the 
Municipal  Railway  be  on  a  self  supporting  basis  and  to  receive 
no  assistance  from  the  tax  fund. 

Mrs.  H.  Klusman  and  a  group  of  ladies  appeared  before  the  Com- 
mission/ during  the  budget  hearing,  and  recommended  a  number 
of  items  for  improvement  of  cable  car  operation. 
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On  motion  of  Commissioner  Baron,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Mc  Kee,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  unanimously:

STATEMENT: 

Having  noted  that  strike  sanction  has  not  been  given 
the  Carmen's  union,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  announces 
the  following  declaration  of  policy  and  authorizes  that  the 
following  be  spread  on  the  minutes  of  this  meeting. 

1.  The  commission  requests  its  Counsel  and  the  City  Attorney 
to  bring  the  pending  APL  suit  against  rhe  City  to  trial  and 
decision  without  delay  on  the  City's  part  for  delay's  sake, 
alone. 

2.  The  Commission  directs    Management  to  prepare  the  remaining 
schedules  for  the  sign-up  on  the  basis  of  those  presented 
for  union  review,  it  being  the  opinion  of  the  Commission 
that  these  schedules  are  substantial  improvements  over  those 
now  existing.    This  will  constitute  a  r^nagement  directive 
to  the  Scheduling  department  that  it  take  into  consideration 
every  possible  means,  with  due  consideration  being  given 
the  scope  of  the  budget  and  necessary  technical  efficiency, 
in  a  diligent  effort  to  improve  working  schedules,  particu- 
larly with  reference  to  an  increased  number  of  straight 
runs  and  substantially  fewer  long  hour  spreads. 

3.  The  commission  requests  the  Manager  of  Utilities,  immediately 
to  make  a  new  determination  after  technical  study  with 
regard  to  existing  time  allowances  and  with  due  regard 

to  comparable  existing  practices  on  other  railroads  both 
statewide  and  nationally,  and  to  request  him,  insofar  as 
he  can  so  do  within  his  obligation  as  appointing  officer,  to 
certify  time  worked,  to  make  adjustment  in  these  time 
allowances.    The  Commission  particularly  expresses  it- 
self as  seeing  no  readily  ascertainable  justification  in 
the  two-minute  check-in  time  allowed  trolley  coach  operators 
versfe rtkkQ  five-minute  check- in  time  for  motor  coach  opera- 
tors, *       must  be  understood  that  in  the  adjustment  of 
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this  matter,  due  regard  must  be  given  to  controlling  Charter 
provisions  so  that  pay-rolls  affected  may  be  legally 
approved  by  the  Controller  of  the  City  and  County, 

4.  The  Commission  will  undertake  at  once  to  explore  the 
possibilities  of  establishing  minimum  standards  for  the 
preparation  of  schedules.    It  is  the  belief  of  the  Com- 
mission that  the  fixing  of  a  pattern  agreeable  to  all  con- 
cerned, will  require  discussions  among  representatives  of 
the  unions  concerned,  our  Supervisor  of  Schedules,  the 
Traffic  Superintendent  who  is  soon  to  be  appointed  and 
with  our  Expediter  and  Consultant,  Mr.  Marmion  D,  Mills, 
when  available.    Granted  willingness  of  all  parties  con- 
cerned to  meet,  findings    should  be  forthcoming  within  9° 
days.    Meanwhile,  the  general  pattern  of  schedules,  re- 
ferred to  in  (2)  of  the  above,  will  obtain. 

in  addition  to  these  four  points,  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  is  prepared  to  request  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  take  such  steps  as  are  necessary,  including 
the  submission  of  Charter  Amendments  if  necessary,  to  ac- 
complish the  following: 

1.  To  provide  for  the  payment  of  personal  property  damages 
suffered  by  platform  men  involved  in  accidents,  in  the  per- 
formance of  duty. 

2.  To  provide  for  some  means  of  legal  defense  and  payment  of 
judgments  against  operators  involved  in  accidents  in  the 
performance  of  duty. 

3.  To  provide  a  legal  means  of  paying  cash  awards  for  meri- 
torious service,  particularly  in  the  field  of  safety. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Commission  is  requesting  Management 
to  seek  the  full  cooperation  of  union  leadership  and  of  the 
men,  individually,  toward  effecting  substantial  improvement 
in  the  operation  of  the  system  with  particular  respect  to 
passenger  comfort,  courtesy  and  safety.    The  Municipal  Railway 
rider,  who  has  not  been  directly  represented  in  the  current 
discussions,  is  entitled  to  full  consideration. 

The  Commission  states  categorically  that  the  actions  it 
proposes  will  be  voluntary  actions  in  proper  accord  with 
governmental  procedure;  that  they  are  not  intended  to  consti- 
tute agreement  with  any  union;  that  no  actions  are  made  at 
the  request  of  any  one  union;  but,  rather,  that  they  are 
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reasonable  conclusions  reached  after  conference  with  represen- 
tatives of  civil  Service  employees  of  the  City,  particularly 
of  the  Municipal  Railway  and  more  particularly,  of  the  plat- 
form personnel. 


The  Commission  at  its  meeting  of  February  27,  1950,  will  con- 
sider and  determine  further  policy  re  several  items  advanced 
by  the  C.  I.  0.,  in  its  conference  of  this  date.

Operation  of  the  No.  45  Bus  Line  over  portion  of 
Montgomery  Street. 

In  the  operation  of  the  No,  45  Bus  Line,  the  Commission 
proposed  to  route  the  line,  from  a  loop,  over  Montgomery 
Street  and  turning  into  Sutter  Street-outbound, 

Opposition  to  routing  over  Montgomery  Street  was  registcre" 
by  the  Building  Owners  and  I^nagers  Association  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, represented  by  Elmer  G.  Johnson  and  John  V.  Jervis  and 
by  the  North  Central  Improvement  Association,  represented  by 
Mr.  I.  C,  Easton. 

Opposition  was  based  on  the  traffic  congestion  that  would 
allegedly  be  created  by  such  service;  they  contended  that 
the  traffic  congestion  existing  at  the  time  of  Sutter  Street 
reconstruction,  would  in  this  particular  instance,  be  dupli- 
cated. 

President  Philip  F.  Landis  reminded  the  groups  that  the 
condition  existing  at  time  of  Sutter  Street  reconstruction 
was  not  comparable,  inasmuch  as  there  were  a  number  of  lines 
affected  by  this  reconstruction,  whereas  the  No.  45  represented 
but  the  one  line.    Further,  as  noted  by  Commissioner  Mc  Kee, 
construction  of  new  building  at  Sutter  and  Montgomery,  was  a 
factor  in  favor  of  the  proposed  routing.    The  proposed  plan 
of  the  Commission  was  recommended  by  Marmion  D.  Mills,  Con- 
sultant, and  this  recommendation,  in  the  interest  of  improved 
public  service  and  increased  revenues.    To  the  end  that  the 
Commission  is  anxious  to  develop'  a  transit  pattern  affording 
greatest  transportation  service  within  a  given  fare  structure, 
the  Commission  feels  that  this  proposed  routing  is  entitled 
to  a  fair  trial;  the  operation  will  be  studied  carefully,  and 
if  within  a  reasonable  time,  the  service  constitutes  a  serious 
traffic  problem,  which  is  doubtful,  the  Commission  will  re- 
study  the  problem  and  make  any  necessary  adjustments  deeemed 
desirable.

PUBLIC  HEARING: 


Schedule  of  Rates  and  Charges  for  Facilities 
and  Services  of  the  San  Francisco  Airport,  being  a  con- 
tinuation of  hearing  of  November  6,  1950. 

In  opening    the  hearing,  President  Philip  F.  Landis  stated 
that  in  the  interim  between  the  two  hearings,  staff  con- 
ferences were  held  and  communications  received  bearing  on  the 
subject  hearing.    Following  conferences  and  consideration  of 
communications  received,  staff  recommended  an  addenda  to  the 
proposed  rates  and  charges  of  October  5»  ^95°  and  recommended 
the  adoption    of  a  schedule,  said  schedule  to  be  considered 
as  an  interim  measure  pending  the  completion  of  exhaustive 
study  by  staff  for  the  purpose  of  finding  additional  ways  and 
means  to  increase  the  Airport  income*    It  is  noted  that  in  the 
proposed  addenda,  a  cost  reduction  of  |23>000.00  is  proposed 
through  cancellation  of  the  Airport  request  of  said  $2}9 000.00 
for  personnel  to  implement  new  airport  charges. 

Mr.  Arthur  Thompson,  General  Onager  of  Properties,  Trans- 
continental Western  Air,  speaking  on  behalf  of  the  following 
certificated  airlines — American  Airlines,  British  Commonwealth 
and  Pacific  Airlines,  Ltd.,  Philippine  Airlines,  United  Air- 
lines, Western  Airlines,  Southwest  Airways,  Pan  American  Air- 
lines and  Transcontinental  and  Western  Air,  urged  that  be- 
cause of  the  insufficiency  of  time  to  consider  addenda,  that 
the  hearing  be  postponed;  he  was  reminded  that  proposed  addenda 
was  in  effect  a  reduction  of  rates  and  oharges  proposed  in  the 
recommendation  of  October  5,  I950,  and  inasmuch  as  at  the 
hearing  of  November  6,  1950,  an  additional  two  weeks  was  given 
to  consider  the  original  recommendation  of  October  5#  1950,  no 
extension  at  this  time  could  be  considered.    As  spokesman  for 
the  above  named  companies,  Mr.  Thompson  contended  that  the 
proposed  schedule  was  in  violation  of  the  rate  princjples 
of  the  C.  A.  A  and  of  the  Airport  Operators  Council,  the  City 
being  a  member  of  the  latter  (  Mr.  Turner  stated,  that  the  City, 
as  a  member  of  the  Council,  does  not  receive  as  much  compensa- 
tion as  most  other  airports).    Mr.  Thompson  further  claimed 
that  the  proposed  schedule  or  rates  and  charges  would  put  such 
a  burden  upon  the  operating  companies  as  to  drive  the  traveling 
public  away  from  air  transportation  and  further  set  up  a 
pattern  resulting  in  prohibitive  charges  by  airports  through- 
out the  nation.  The  remarks  of  Mr.  Thompson  were  endorsed  by 
Mr.  James  Keith  of  Western  Airlines,  Mr.  Bert  Smith  of  American 
Airlines,  Mr.  Lloyd  Wright  of  T.  W.  A,  Mr.  A.  J.  Fallon  of  U.  A. 
L. 

Mr.  Noel  Dyer  and  Walter  Pierce  of  the  Standard  Oil  Co. 
and  J.  Curry  of  the  Shell  Oil  Co.,  spoke  of  their  objections 
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of  that  phase  of  the  schedule  of  rates  and  charges  affecting 
their  airport  operations;  (this  was  adjusted  in  the  final 
adoption  of  rates) . 

Following  a  recess  to  permit  study  of  the  remarks  made  and 
to  consider  recommendations  of  staff,  on  motion  of  Commissioner 
Mc  Kee,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Baron,  the  following  reso- 
lution was  adopted  unanimously:

To  consider  revising  schedule  of  rates  to  be  charged  by 
the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  for  water  service  for  com- 
mercial, industrial  and  general  uses  in  San  Francisco  and 
suburban  districts. 

The  Commission  in  October,  1949,  entered  into  contract 
with  H.  G.  Butler,  Consulting  Engineer,  to  "study  the  present 
rate  schedule  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  with 
respect  to  consumers  both  inside  and  outside  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  report  In 
writing  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  as  to  any  recommen- 
dation for  alterations  or  changes  in  said  rate  schedule,'9 

Under  date  of  October  26,  1950,  Mr.  Butler  submitted  his 
report  to  the  Commission.    He  made  two  recommendations: 

(1)  an  increase  of  8%  in  the  service  charges  both  in  San  Fran- 
cisco aid  the  suburban  areas;  an  increase  of  8%  in  the  rates  for 
water  In  the  first  and  second  blocks,  both  in  San  Francisco  and 
suburban  areas;  an  increase  of  8%  in  all  miscellaneous  charges 
and  a  rate  of  l6£<£  per  100  cubic  feet  in  San  Francisco  and 
17£<?  in  the  suburban  areas  for  all  water  taken  in  excess  of 

33 »300  cubic  feet  per  month. 

(2)  Alternate  Rate  Schedule-Changing  Rates  only  on  present  third 
and  fourth  block  water. 

In  opening  the  hearing,  President  Philip  F.  Landis  stated 
of  the  two  recommended  plans  of  Mr.  Butler,  he  favored  in 
general,  Plan  No.  l;  Commissioner  Mc  Kee,  favoring  the  alternate 
plan,  but  opposed  to  those  phases  of  the  plan  providing  for  a 
rate  reduction  and  suggested  a  reduction  of  ^0%  in  the  rate  for 
use  of  water  over  33, 300  cubic  feet  block  water;  Commissioner 
Swanson  stated  that  he  was  opposed  to  the  recommendations  con- 
tained in  the  Butler  report;  Commissioner  Baron  approved  recommen- 
dation of  the  Alternate  Plan,  stated  that  it  was  a  fair,  reason- 
able and  just  rate,  and  while  the  so-called  wholesale  rate  was 
increased,  it  represented  no  upward  change  since  1936. 
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A  number  of  San  Francisco  industrial  users  and  community 
representatives  of  the  Peninsula  areas  appeared  before  the 
Commission;  there  was  a  general  plea  for  additional  time  in 
which  to  consider  the  Butler  Report;  most  speakers  voiced 
opposition  to  the  large  percentage  increase  in  the  wholesale 
rate,  though  expressing  approval  as  to  the  necessity  of  an 
adjustment  of  rates  to  provide  for  normal  extensions  and  other 
increasing  expenses  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department,
